3» The Library of Congress will reproduce this material and furnish 
12 copies rionthly to CIA through the medium of the "Monthly List of Russian 
Acoessions",. 


4. Assistant Director for Collection and Dissemination will notify 
the IAC Agencies of the termination of CIA's publication ana the availe 
ability of the service from the Library of Congress. IAC Agencies desir= 
ing to increase their present subscriptions will be advised to do so 
through the Superintendent of Documenta, 


5e The above change in reproduction and distribution will become 
effective 20 April 1949, 


; 6. To formalize this agreement, CIA will forward a letter to the 
uibrarian of Congress outlining the conditions of transfer and requesting

For the past year, the Library of Congress has been receiving copies 
of the Bibliography of Russian Periodicals, an unclassified publication pre-~ 
pared by CIA. The translated bibliographic information contained in this 
publication has been used by the Library of Congress to supplement other ma- 


terial printed in the Monthly List of Russian Accessions. 


In effect, under this arrangement, the same information was reproduced 
and distributed twice within the Government. In order to eliminate the ob- 
vious duplication of effort, and to ensure expeditious dissemination of in- 
formation to users, representatives of CIA and the Library of Congress have 
mutually agreed on a plan which it is our desire to inaugurate. 


It has been proposed that, on a continuing basis, CIA furnish the Library 
of Congress with typewritten draft copies of the Bibliography of Russian Per-~ 
iodicalse Reproduction of this publication by CIA would be discontinued and, 
through the medium of the Monthly List of Russian Accessions, the Library of 
Congress would assume responsibility for the reproduction and distribution of 
this material to CIA. Monthly, CIA would receive twelve copies of the LIST 
directly from the Library of Congress; other intelligence agencies would be 


advised by CIA, to increase their present subscriptions, as required, through 
the G j i :
